When the cowboys of Bar-B ranch capture a magnificent roan stallion 
(Champion), Joe Bailey (Dick Jones), the owner’s son, asks his father (Jack 
Holt) to let him keep the wild horse for his own. The boy is promptly 
thrown, possibly crippled for life, and Bailey orders the animal killed.

The cowboy refuses to turn 
in the horse until he is broken; besides, Sweetheart is with foal by the 
stallion. ] : 

Chased by’ wolves, Sweetheart jumps into an icy lake and becomes sick. 
Autry is discovered when he goes to the ranch for medicine, and Bailey 
organizes a posse to go after him. Connie and Joe urge him to give him- 
self up, since the mare’s colt has been born, and the stallion is now 
broken. But Autry refuses, gives the stallion to Joe and walks away. Just 
then Bailey and the posse sight the horse, and thinking the figure on him is 
Autry, Bailey fires his rifle. Joe falls from the saddle! But Joe has only 
been slightly wounded. Bailey acknowledges that he has been a stubborn 
fool and asks Autry to come back to work for him. Joe gives the stallion 
back to Gene, saying that he'll take the colt. So Bailey and son are re- 
united, and Gene, Connie and the stallion form an inseparable threesome.

Horses Are Coming Scenic Authenticity 
Demanded by Autry 


As far as Gene Autry is con- 
cerned, Arizona is Hollywood’s 
back lot. 

In movie parlance, the back 
lot is that portion of a movie 
studio occupied by permanent 
sets such as city streets, medie- 
val castles, Western towns, 
lakes, and even ships—or parts 
thereof. 

When producers don’t care to 
shoulder the expense or trouble 
of transporting 100 or 200 mem- 
bers of their cast and crew to 
a distant location called for in 
the script, they merely move 
onto the back lot and_ start 
shooting. Or go out to the San 
Fernando Valley. 

But not Gene Autry, whose 
current picture, Columbia’s 
Cinecolored “The Strawberry 
Roan,” is now playing at the 
mee 2. Theatre. Autry’s horse, 
Champion, is starred along with 
the singing cowboy, and Gloria 
Henry, Jack Holt, Dick Jones 
and Pat Buttram are featured. 

Gene doesn’t believe in back 
lot shooting. And he says that 
so many Westerns have been 
made in the rocky hills border- 
ing the northwest end of the 
San Fernando Valley that the 
kids in Keokuk, Kankakee and 
Kalamazoo know every rock in 
the area. And they don’t hesi- 
tate to say so—right in the mid- 
dle of a picture. 


In view of this, plus the fact 
that there is still no perfect sub- 
stitute for the real thing, Autry 
insists on his pictures being 


filmed in the locale indicated in 
the scripts. 

Of course, Autry is fortunate 
in that being a cowboy star he 
is reasonably certain that his 
screenplays will not place him 
in Afghanistan, Hindustan or 
Pakistan—or some other equally 
distant spot. 

The two stories from which he 
has made pictures so far this 
year, “The Last Round-Up” and 
“The Strawberry Roan,’ have 
suggested Arizona backgrounds 
—so Autry has filmed them in 
Arizona. 

He has brought Arizona with- 
in four hours of Columbia stu- 
dios by chartering a fleet of 
DC4’s and flying his entire com- 
pany to location sites at Tucson 
and Flagstaff, 550 miles away. 
They leave Hollywood in the 
mornings. and start shooting 
after lunch. 

Since his pictures are filmed 
99% outdoors, when he returns 
to Hollywood they are 99% com- 
pleted. 

Autry likes that way of mak- 
ing pictures. 


Besides that, he likes Arizona, 
especially Tucson. It’s primarily 
a cow town; it’s saturated with 
good old Western atmosphere. 
They speak Autry’s language 
there and accept him as a man 
rather than a movie star. 

Autry says that as far as he’s 
concerned, his writers can con- 
tinue to write about Arizona. 
As a studio back lot, it’s tops, 
he claims.

The New Orleans girl, who 
landed a Columbia Pictures’ con- 
tract last year via radio dra- 
matics, was referring to her 
current movie chore, “The 
Strawberry Roan,” starring 
Gene Autry and now playing at

Being leading lady to a top 
star such as Autry is a nice 
break for a newcomer, and don’t 
think that Gloria, a smart gal, 
doesn’t appreciate it—but those 
horses! 

“T was on a horse just once in 
my life,” she explained, ‘‘and he 
threw me— right in a mud pud- 
dle. From then on, horses were 
on my black list. I wouldn’t even 
go to the races.” 

Miss Henry got along very 
well without horses, too. She 
went into radio, then into re- 
porting, little theatre work and 
back to radio. Then, boom! Co- 
lumbia snatched her and gave 
her the feminine lead in her 
first three pictures. The studio 
picked up her option and then 
gave her the part of the cattle 
rancher’s daughter in “The 
Strawberry Roan,’ a Western 
musical involving Gene Autry, 
his famous sorrel, Champion, 
and thirty-four other horses. 

“It was a serious moment,” 
said Gloria.

Today's Stars Smarter, 
Says Famous Jack Holt 


Movie stars of today are not 
as glamorous as the stars of 
yesterday, contends Jack Holt— 
a man who should know. 

“But they’re smarter,” he 
adds. 

Mr. Holt, who was one of the 
screen’s most handsome and 
virile heroes 20 years ago and 
is currently playing a lead in 
Columbia’s Gene Autry starrer, 
“The Strawberry Roan,” Cine- 
colored outdoor drama at the 
aero oe: Theatre, hastens to ex- 
plain, of course, that there are 
many exceptions to his compari- 
son. 

“But the movie world of 20 
years ago was more vivid, ex- 
citing and wacky,” he contends. 
“It reflected the tempo and 
spirit of those giddy days. 

“Male stars raced up and 
down Hollywood Boulevard in 
Dusenbergs, Isotta - Fraschinis 
and Mercedes; feminine stars 
paraded in shiny black town cars 
a mile long, driven by haughty 
chauffeurs in elegant livery. 

“Now, the film celebrities 
drive cars fresh off a Detroit 
assembly line. And they are too 
smart to risk their valuable 
necks speeding. I remember,” 
says Holt, “when Tom Mix was 
seen everywhere in a pure white 
car with his name printed on 
the sides. He had ‘Tom Mix’ 
spelled out in lights over the 


gateway to his home, and the 
clothes he wore made working 
cowboys blush. 

“Today’s top Western star, 
Gene Autry, has four cars, but 
they’re of standard make and 
color. Although he wears West- 
ern suits at all times, they’re 
made by a swank Beverly Hills 
tailor and are ultra-conserva- 
tive in cut and color. 

“In the old days,” Holt remi- 
nisces, “stars gave in more to 
their exhibitionistic tendencies. 
They played in public, fought in 
public and sometimes loved in 
public—and they did all three 
colorfully. Whether discreet or 
not, it certainly was glamor- 
making. 

“Nowadays, it seems that 
most stars are more conserva- 
tive about their private lives 
than business people. They work 
hard, stay at home nights and 
save their money.” 

Paradoxically, however, Jack 
Holt has always been an inter- 
esting person to the public— 
and even a bit glamorous—and 
look at these quotes from fan 
magazines of “the old days.” 

Nina Wilcox Putnam wrote: 
“Off the screen he (Holt) has, 
so far as Hollywood knows, no 
existence whatsoever.” Harriet 
Parsons wrote: “Whoever does 
this guy think he is—Garbo with 
a mustache?”
